(JAPAN AND RUSSIA) 
TREATY OF PORTSMOUTH - - SEPTEMBER 5. 1905. 


His Majesty, the Emperor of Japan, on the one part and 
His Majesty the Emperor of all the Russias on the othcr part, 
animated by the desire to restore the blessings of peace to 
their countries and peoples, have resolved to conclude a 
Treaty of Peace, and have for this purpose named their Pleni- 
potentiaries; thst is to say, 


His Majesty the Emperor of Japan 

His Excellency Baron Komura Jutaro, Jusammi, Grand Cordon 
of the Imperial Order of the Rising Sun, His Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, and 

His Excellency Mr. Takuhira Kogoro, Jusammi, Grand Cordon 
of the Imperial Order of the Sacred Treasure, His Envoy Extra- 
ordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary to the United States of 
Americas; and 

His Majesty the Emperor of 211 the Russias: 

His Excellency M. Serge Witte, His Secretary of State, and 
President of the Committee of Ministers of the Empire of Russia 
and 

His Excellency Baron Roman Rosen, Master of the Imperial 
Court of Russia and His 4mbassador Fxtraordinary and Plenipo- 
tentiary to the United States of America; 

Who, after having exchanged their full powers, which were 
found to be in good and due form, have concluded the following 
Articles: 


ARTICLE I - There shell henceforth be peace and amity be- 
tween their Majesties the Fmperor of Japan and the Emperor of 
all the Russias, and between their respective States and sub- 
jects. 


ARTICLE II - The Imperial Russian Government, acknowledg- 
ing that Japan possesses in Korea paramount political, 
military and economical interests, engage neither to obstruct 
nor interfere with the measures of guidance, protection and 
control which the Imperial Government of Japan may find it 
necessary to take in Korea, 


It is understood that Russian subjects in Korea shall be 
treated exactly in the same manner as the subjects or citizens 
of other foreign powers, that is to say, they shall be placed 
on the same footing as the subjects or citizens of the most 
favored nation. 


It is also agreed that, in order to avoid all cause of 
misunderstanding, the two High Contracting Parties will ab- 
stain, on the Russo-Korean frontier, from taking any military 
measure which may menace the security of Russian or Korean 
territory. 
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ARTICLE III - Japan and Russia mutually engage: 


1. To evacuate completely and simultaneously 
Manchuria, except the territory affected by 
the lease of the Liaotung Peninsula, in con- 
formity with the provisions of additional 
Article I, annexed to Treaty; and 


To restore entirely and completely to the ex- 
clusive administrrtion of China all portions 

of Manchuria now in the occupation or under the 
control of the Japanese or Russian troops, with 
the exccption of the territory above mentioned. 


The Imperial Government of Russia declare that they have 
not in Manchuria any territorial advantages or preferential 
or exclusive conecssions in impairment of Chinese sovereignty 
or inconsistent with the principle of equal opportunity. 


ARTICLE IV - Janan and Russia reciprocally engage not to 
obstruct any general reasures corron to all countries, which 
China ray take for the developr:ent of the correrce and indus- 
try of Manchuria. 


ARTICLE V - The Irperial Russian Government transfer and 
assign to the Irperial Government of Japan, with the consent 
of the Government of China, the lease of Port Arthur, Talien 
and adjacent territory and territorial watcr and all rights, 
privileges and concessions connected with or forring part of 
such lease and they also transfer and assign to the Imperial 
Governrent of Japan all public works and properties in the 
territory affected by the above-mentioned lease, 


The two high contracting parties mutuelly engage to ob- 
tain the consent of the Chinese Government rentioned in the 
foregoing stipulation, 


The Imperial Government of Japan on their part undertake 
that the proprietary rights of Russian subjects in the terri- 
tory above refcrred to shall be perfectly respected. 


ARTICLE VI - The Imperial Russian Government engage to 
transfer and assign to the Inperial Government of Japan, 
without compensation and with the consent of the Chinese 
Governrent, the railway between Changchun (Kuangchung-tzu) 
and Port Arthur and all its branches, together with all rights. 
privileges and properties appertaining thereto in that region, 
as well as 211 coal mines in the said region belonging to or 
worked for the benefit of the railway. 


The two High Contracting Parties mutually engage to ob- 
tain the consent to the Government of China mentioned in the 
foregoing stipulation. 
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ARTICLE VIT - Japan and Russia engaged to exploit their 
respective railways in Menchuria exclusively for commercial 
and industrial purposes and in no wise for Strategic purposes, 


It is understood that that restriction does not apply to 
the railway in the territory affected by the lease of the 
Liaotung Peninsula, 


ARTICLE VITI - The Imperial Governnents of Japan and 
Russia, with a vicw to prerote and facilitate intercourse and 
traffic, will, as soon as possible, conclude a separate con- 
vention for the regulation of their connecting railway service: 
in Manchuria,

ARTICLE X - It is rescorved to the Russian subjects, inha- 
bitants of the territory ceded to Japan, to sell their real 
property and retire to the country; but, if they prefer to 
remain in the ceded territory, they will be naintained and 
protected in the full exercise of their industries and rights 
of property, on condition of submitting to Japanese law and 
jurisdiction, Japan shall have full liberty to withdraw the 
right of residence in, or to deport from, such territory, and 
inhabitants who labor under political or administrative dis- 
ability, She engages, however, that the proprietary rights 
of such inhabitants shall be fully respected, 


ARTICLE XI - Russia engages to arrange with Japan for 
granting to Japanese Subjects rights of fishery along the 
coasts of the Russian possessions in the Japan, Okhotsk and 
Behring Seas, 


It is agreed that the foregoing engagement shall not 
effect rights already belonging to Russian or foreign subjects 
in those regions. 
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4PTIs ig XII - The Treaty of Commerce and Navigation 
between Japon and Russia having been annulled by the war, 
the Tmperlal Governments of Japan and Russia engage to adopt 
as the basis of their comnercial relations, vending tne con- 
clusion of a new treaty cf somverce and navizotion on the 
besis of the Tresty wnich was in force previous to the pres- 
ent war, the system of reciprocal treatment on the footing 
of the rost favored nsticn, in "hich are included import and 
export duties, custcms forrmlitics, transit and sormnage dues, 
and the admission cna trentrent of the agents, subjects and 
vessels of one country in the territorics of the other, 


ARTICLE XIJI - As scon as possible after the present 
Treaty cones ~ inte force alt prisoners of war shall be re- 
ciprocaily restored. the fiperial Governments of Japan and 
Russia shall each appoint a special Commissioner to take 
charge of prisoners. RAL beieon ors in the hands of one 
government snall be dclivered to and reeeived by the Connis- 
sioner of the other government or by his duiy authorized 

representative in sucn ecnvenicnt numbers and at such con- 
Sehdent vorts of the delivering State as such delivering 
State shall notify in advance to the Cormissioner of the 
receiving State. 


The Beyer neenhert apan and Russia shall present to each 
ossih. 


other, as soon as p le sy the delivery of prisoners 
has been completed, a statement of the direct expenditure 
respectively incurred oy che or the enre and maintenance 
of prisoners from tue dats of capture ox surrender up to the 
time of Geeth or deljivaryr, Russie engages to reosy to 
Japan, as soon as possible after the exchange of the state- 
nents as above provided, tne diffcrense between the actua 
amount so habeas by Japan and the actual amount siniiarly 
disbursed by huss: 


Treaty shall be ratified by 
Eras Jnnen and tac Baporor of all 
the Russias. such DaFiOAtion ahail., with as Little delay 
as possible and in any case not later than fifty days from 
the date of the signature cf tue Treavy , be an nowuced to the 
Dyperial Governmen:s of Japan nnd Russia respec tively through 
the French Minister in Tokyo end tac Anbassador of the United 
Stetesin St. Petersburg, and trom the date of such announce- 
nent this Treaty shail in ali its parts come into full force. 


The formal exchange of the ratifications shall take 
place at Washington as soon as possibie, 
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BRTICLE XV - The present Treaty shall be signed in 
duplicate in both the English and French lenguages. The 
texts are in absolute conformity but in case of discrepancy 
in interpretation, the French toxt shall yrevail. 


In witness whercof, the respe2tive Pienipotentiaries 
have signed and arfixed their seals to the present Treaty 
of Peace. 


Done at Portsmouth (New Hampshire) this fifth day of the 
ninth month of the tirty-eighth year of Meiji, corresponding 
to the twenty-thiri day of fugust (fifth September) one 
thousand nine nundred and five,
